(2) Every proceeding. referied to th subsection (2) shall be 
conducted by the President of the District Porum and at least onc 
mernter thereof sitting together: i 


Provided that where the member, for any reason, is unable to 
ceomdnet the proceeding till it is completed. the President. and the 
other member shall conduct such procgeding de nove, 


(24) very order made by the District Forum under sub-section 
(2) shall be signed by its President and the: member or mombers 
who condatied:the proveeding: 


Provided that where. the proceeding is conducted by the Presi- 
dent and one member and they differ on any point or points, they 
shall state the point or points on which they differ and refer the 
same to the ofher member for hearing on such point or points and 
the opinion of the majority shall he the order of the District Forum”, 


3. After section 18 ot the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, uamely:— | 


‘124, When ihe office of iMe President of the Distrfet Forum or 
of the Slate Commission, as the case may be, fs vacant or when any 
such President is, by reason of absence or otherwise, unable 1o per- 
form the duties of his office, the duties of the oilice shall be performed 
by such persow, who is qualified to be appointed as President of the 
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District Forum or, as the ease may be, af the State Commission, aa 
the State Gowernment may appoint for the purpose”, 


4. After eaction 20 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
insorted, namely.— * i ' 


“29A. No act or proceeding of the Dialricl Forum, the Stale Com- 
mission or the National Cotnmission shall be invalid by reason only 
of the existence of any vacancy amongst fis members or any defect in 
the constitution thereof.” 


5. Notwithstanding anything contained in’ any law or aby judgment, 
deéree or aréer-af any court, tdbunel or other guthority, any order 
made by the District Forum or the State Commission under the priteiyal 
Act, which would have been validly made if the amendments made to the 
principal Act by this Act were in force on the date of auch order, shall be 
deernéd’ to Have been validly made as if the ameniménts. indde to the: 
pUineipal Act by this Act were fr force at all matorial times when such 
order was made. 
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(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything dove or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended bythe said Ordinance, shall be deein- 
ed to, have been.done oc taken under the principal Act.as amended “by 
this Act. . 
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
